TILE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 

Proceedings of th,e First Sceston of the Flflli 
Parliament. 

MllNllAY, .Ian. .'Ust. 

Mr. Speaker took tho chair nt 2:1U p. in. 
Prayers were read by thu Venerablu 

Arohdeacuh Soriven, 

Mr. jjjiduor presented tho petition of 

132 settlers of Sumaa for tho repeal of tho 

SuniiiH ilyk hv^ act, 

TUB ADIHtESS IN ltRl'l.Y. 

Mr. McLeese, resuming tho debate on 
Mr. Boaven's amendinent to the fifth 
clause of the address in reply to his honor 
tho lioutenant governor's speech, said he 
desired it to be put on record that ho en- 
tered his protest against the charges of the 
0. 1\ railway. Be could speak as one 
who had Buffered pecuniarily from those 
exorbitant rates and how anyone could 
support the clause in question and vote 
for those high lutes lie was at a loss to 
understand. Parties in his district bring- 
ing goods from Montreal have hiul them 
shipped to Tort Moody in order to obtain 
advantage of the through rates and then 
shipped back to Ashuroft. Tho same 
complaint-could bo made against the pas- 
senger rates. A gentleman from his pari 
of the country, who had occasion to gu 
oast last summer went down U> Ashuroft 
to purchase his ticket. At that place 
he was asked :?Si) for a second class ticket, 
to Montreal, but instead of purchasing it 
he wont down to Port .Moody, where lie 
purchased the saiuc ticket for $50. It was 
a remarkable thiny that nol one of tho 
newspapers in t ho province, with the ex 
ception of the one in the interior, raised a 
word of objection to t hese discriminating J 
rales. Nothing until d be said against the 
through tariff, but the people of the in- 
terior had very gi tod reason to complain 
that they iiad to make ^ood any loss sus- 
tained by the company on through rates. 

Mr. Dunsmuir, who had moved the 
adjournment of the debate of flu 
address in reply on Thursday even 
ing, asked the indulgence of tho house 
to say a few wolds. lie said he bad 
shown when he last spoke thai the elec 
lions had not been brought any loo soon 
or more suddenly in 1 S8(i than in 1KS2. 
Ilo thought it was a very fortunate tiling 
for the opposition that they had not been 
delayed longer or the honorable leader of 
the opposition would have lost his seat. 
At il wai he had evidently received some 
government support, for he had taken 
none of his friends in with him. It was 
reported that the honorable gentlemen 
from New Westminster had stated to the 
effect that the leader of the opposition 
was nol paid to look after the interests of 
the country. He took exception to this 
statement. The opposition members were 
paid .^10 per day, it the house sat 40 days, 
the same as the government members, for 
doing the business of the country and 
therefore they were under equal obliga- 
tions to work in its interest. He did not 
know that himself and other jrentleiuen 
were worth £10 a day to the country. 
(Laughter.) It might have cost 
the honorable member from Car- 
iboo $250 to land a ton of 
salt in Barkervillo, but he did not paj 
that amount to the railroad company. 
Considering everything ho thought the C. 
P. tl. charges were moderate for theft" 
road was in such shape in the province 
that he would not take it and run it. If 
the company was prepared to carry freight 
to San Francisco it was of no 
consequence and did nol affect us. 
If the honorable gentleman opposite were 
really sincere they should move for the 

appointment of a t lission to enquire 

what the charges of the 0. P. R. company 
really are. Thai was the way to ^o about 
it. In the matter of the extension of the 
C. P. K. line U. Coal harbor he believed 
it was not in the interests of a few gentle 
men but in the interests of the whole 
country. Ii was seen necessary for the 
province to do this otherwise the whole oi 
the lauds there would have reverted to 
the Dominion government, He was not 
taking the part of the C. P. It. company, 
hut he believed I heir charges w ere nol out 
of proportion. it had boon said the com- 
pany had declared a dividend of 10 per 
cent, last year but lie would ask if t hat. was 
from traffic. Ho was certain it was not. 

Mr. Vernon characterized tho amend- 
ment introduced by the lion, the loader of 
the opposition as one of a frivolous nature 
which could lead to no good result, and 
was, in his opinion, out of order, as being 
a reflexion on the action of a forinerliouse. 
He considered that the leader of the op- 
position showed a great ivant of tact by 
introducing at the opening of the session 
a vote of censure upon a govennent which 
had been sustained at the recent elections 
by three-fourths of the entire province. 
Tho remarks of the senior member for 
Vale, wdio stated it was not brought in a 
spirit of hostility to the present govern- 
ment, but merely an expression of opin 
ion, showed tho greatest ignorance of the 
most ordinary rules of parliamentary prao 
ttco. It .seemed strange that tho opposi- 
tion had to go Lack to issues two years 
old, upon whieh the people had rendered 
their verdict, I" bring in now 
a vote of censure. He presum- 
ed that it was simply a mode 
of cementing the very tender ties that 
bound the members of the opposition to 
their leader. Practically it was a very 
stupid amendment. Statements had 
been made by several members 
respecting the exeessivo rates charged 
by the C. P. Railway, but u 
great number of members worn Altogether 
in the dark with regard to these charges, 
He did nol believe in voting in tho dark 
upon an imp, , riant matter of this kind ot 
voting upon hearsay evidence. Several 
members had instanced cases which Boom- 
ed of exceptional hardship but thoy were 
unsupported by evidence. He asked the 
house for w hat purpose I bey had been 
elected I Was it to listen to the expres- 
sions of ill-feeling that had ,'• eon exhibited 
by tho several members from New West- 
minster district towards tho provincial 
secretary, or n;is it for the purpose ol 
furthering the interests of llieir constitu- 
ents and the province at large ( What 
could the members from several of the 
island districts, who had not had any 
business with the P P. Et. know about 
these so-called excessive rates/ Tho 

members from tho mainland had doubtless 
reason to complain bill even many of 
them were not in a position to cast an in- 
telligent vote upon the question. He 
asked the house to work together in hur- 
uiony and endeavor to ascertain I ho cause 
of the dissatisfaction that seemed to exist, 
when if tho result' of their investigations 
showed that evils did exist, lie was quite 
sure that on representation to the proper 
authorities the evils complained of would 
ho remedied. He had already plac- 
ed a notice oil the board to 
Uio following! ell'cct : Thai a select com- 



mittee ho appointed by this house with 
power to call for persons and papers, and 
te examine wit nesses and to report upon 
tliecausoof such dissatisfaction, with a view 
of the house taking such stops as may 
Hoein desirable [Hear, hear from all parts 
of tho house], Tho honorable gentleman 
trusted that the opposition knowing that 
this motion would come up in due course 
would withdraw the useless amendment 
now before the house. He hoped that 
when the motion he referredjgto came 
up a strong committee would ne found 
and all possible information elicited upon 
tho subject. As the (-. P. K. company 
were all able business men he folt quite 
sure thoy would do all in their power to 
meet, the views of this house as soon as 
their road was in working older, for it 
must bo in tho interests of the company 
to assist as far as they could the several 
industries referred to in his honor's 
speech. The amendment before the house 
was nol calculated ill the slightest degree 
in be of tin- slightest benefit to his con- 
stituents. It was unsupported by evidence 
and in view of the resolution of whieh he 
hail given notice hu would have to vote 
against it, ( Applause], 

Mr. Allen would have been only too 
happy to support a measure of this kind 
if it had been brought up in a proper 
manner. Ho was as anxious for a change 
in the railway rates as anyone, but would 
oppose the present amendment and would 
not be afraid to meet his worst, political 
enemy after doing so. | Applause ] 

Mr, Gran! eoinbafteil Mr Duusmuir's 
reference to Mr. Prior as the senior mem- 
ber for Victoria, and said if some ,,f Mr. 
Heaven's supporters had not been pre- 
vented from voting and if ballot-papers 
with his name obliterated had not been 
given out that gentleman would hare been 
at the head of 1 he [mil as usual. [n re- 
gard to the passenger and freight rates 
charged in tho upper country, he related 
an instance in which an individual from 
that part of the province had purchased a 
ticket for the easl down here and on re- 
turning the C. P. ft. ollicinls refused to 
cheek his baggage, lie then proceeded to 
quote authorities in support of his argu 
uient that tho government were entirely 
responsible for tho effect of legislation 
passing this house and for all the errors 
and shortcomings in it. Tho st-and taken by 
the government supporters on the amend- 
ment before the house was that thoy 
agreed with tho principle but would not 
vote for il because it would injure the 
government. 

Mr. Prior did not soo what the house 
had to do with the question as to whether 
Mr. Heaven or himself had received the 
larger number of votes at the elect ion. 
Both were returned bracketed together 
with the same number of votes, but as the 
hon. leader of the opposition was a gen- 
tleman of much larger experience in the 
house than he (Mr. Prior), was further 
advanced in years, and, as all would ad- 
mit, better looking, he was perfectly will- 
ing to waive all claims lie might have to 
tho title of senior member [laughter]. He 
pointed out, however, that the rates 
charged on the railway were practically 
prohibitive and if a measure seeking to 
have them reduced should come in any 
other form than that uf a vote of censure 
of the government, he would be glad to 
support it. [Applause.] 

Mr. Martin in explanation of what Mr, 
Grant had said about a refusal of t he ('. I'. 
R. officials to check baggage in the interior 
on through tickets stated that on the inal 
ter being referred to Mr. Abbott he re- 
plied tfmt baggage would be checked from 
any station along the line. The freight 
rates however were practically prohibitive 
and ho would willingly support any mea- 
sure with a view to having them reduced. 

Mr. Mason could not help thinking 
that the object uf the resolut ion was to 
injure the government, and he believed as 
tho honorable attorney general had said 
that if the government had been remiss in 
this nutter the opposition had been equal- 
ly so. If the question was properly 
brought up he would gladly support it, but 
in kho present case he would support the 
government, lie wished it remembered 
that he did nut do this from any fear of 
the railway company for like the honor- 
able member from Ksquiinalt he had re- 
turned hiH pass in order that he might be j 
independent of them. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the speech from 
the throne being an emanation from the 
whole government it. was very wrong for 
any particular clause in it, to be attributed 
to any particular member of the govern- 
ment. It was manifestly in the interest 
of the province that tho road should have 
gone down to Coal Harbor as quickly as 
possible and before a greater population 
and greater interests should be concen- 
trated at Tort. Moody. The agreement to 
whicl exception was taken was latilied by 
thu Into house and again by the electors 
at the pulls. He took it that Mr. Speaker 
would be in duty bound to rule the pics 
out amendment out of order should it 
have coins before tho name house as that 
by which the agreement was ratified, as in 
that case it would lie reflection 
on the house itself. The object 
then of this resolution was to 
censure the late house on a matte: 
which the electors had approved. Even 
if the amend uii nt were carried, as the 
honorable member from Yale had pointed 
out, matters would be in the same posi- 
tion as before, as the simple acl of the 
house in expressing regret that the minis- I 
tors had failed to make certain stipulations | 
could bring no good to the country or to 
anyone but the gentleman opposite, seeing 
it would be a defeat of the government, He 
was convinced from what ho had heard 
that there was a cause for 1 complaint, in 
respect to the rates , to tho interior, and 
he would give h is assistance to all reason- 
able efforts to place them on a more 
equitable basis. He, however, would 
warn the house against being led away to 
an undue extent by a cry of this kind. 
He pointed out that if tho province had 
not stipulated to give the railway 6,000 
acres of land it would not only have lost 

the 6,000, but. 20,000, which would have 
reverted to tho Dominion government. 
When the resolution of tho honorable 
member for Yale came up he would sup 
porl it, as it was a statesmanlike way of 
sealing with the question. (Applause.) 

Mr, Anderson was quite surprised at 
the amendment by the honorable leader 
of the opposition, and believed that it, wan 
Ids duty to have suggested any amend- 
ment to the agreement at the proper t hue, 
which he thought would havo made it 
more beneficial to the people. The house, 
ho believed, was unanimous in the opinion 

that the rates were excessive, but, he wa 

sum if tho mat ter were properly ropro 
Rented tn the company the desired chilli 
would be made without further trouble.

Sir Alexander Campbell to Be- 
come High Commissioner. 



Imperial Government to Send Gun- 
bouts to Protect the Fisheries. 



Sir John Will run In Cnrleton, Kingston and 
youth Simeoo— -Excitement Among tho 
Manufacturers— The Premier in 
High SplrltH and Confident of 
Victory — Good News 
from Quebec. 



(From our Own Correspondent,] 
Ottawa, Jan. ,'il. It, is reported that 
Sir Alexander Campbell will be appointed 
high commissioner in .Sir Charles Tupper's 
place, but there is no confirmation of the 
rumor in government, circles. Tho pre- 
mier will run in Carloton, Kingston and 
South Simcoe. If Kingston is carried it 
will be a government gain, and Carleton 
is overwhelmingly conservative. Tyr- 
vv hitt, late representative of Smith Simcoe, 
contests North York, and Sir John will 
bold the seat for him in tho event of Tyr- 
whitt's defeat. 

The fooling seems to be growing that 
the government will be sustained by a 
much larger majority than was first reck- 
oned on. Sir Charles Tupper will go into 
the campaign wit h great energy and be- 
lieves he can turn tlie tallies on the " so- 
cosh " parly. He and Hon. Mr. McLellan 
both re], ort most hopefully. The possi 
bility of Sir John's defeat continues to 
cM-ite manufacturers, who fwar the worst 
should such a calamity take place. 
The premier continues to be ingood health 
and is directing the campaign with all his 
old time energy. He is said to be confi- 
dent of ii good majority. 

Ministers Langevin and Chapleau are 
meeting with a tine reception in Quebec. 
They have little doubt that the govern- 
ment will carry the province. 

The imperial government has promised 
to lend gunboats next, season to protect 
the Canadian tishei ies.

The jury in the Emmons 1 lunacy trial 
at Washington has rendered a verdict that. 
Mrs, Emmons is sane and capable of 
managing her own affairs. 

The weekly bank statement at New 
York shows a reserve increase of $3,502,- 
000. The banks now hold $22,198,000 in 
excess of the legal rate. 

Lord Dunsandle agrees to reduce his 
rents '2b per cent, and to reinstate the 
evicted tenants. There is great rejoicing 
among tenants over this victory. 

Secretary Manning contradicts the ru- 
mor that he will resign his position in the 
cabinet at Washington to become presi- 
dent of a new bank in New York. 

Lieut. Peter Campbell, sixteenth in- 
fantry, I'. S., shot himself through the 
bruin at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. He 
is supposed to havo been insane at the 
t inn;. 

A man went into a grocery store in San 
Francisco on Saturday and cut his throat 
from ear to ear with a cheese knife. He 
died almost instantly. No cause for tho 
deed is k nown. 

The charge against A. W. Harris, the 
man accused of having thrown the dyn- 
amite boom which exploded under the 
Larkin street car was commenced at San 
Francisco on Saturday. 

The coroner's jury in tho case of Luke 
Curry, who was shot and killed at San 
Francisco by Hartley Finn and It«ey 
Hertz, found that the shooting was purely 
accidental and exonerated the two men. 

The report from Nogales, Arizona, that 
Cajerne was captured, proves to bo a niis- 
take. The man believed to bo the Yfaqui 
chief, who was brought as a prisoner to 
Guaymas on the gunboat Democrat, turns 
out to be a rancher, who closely resembles 
Cajenie. 

The Gregory Consolidated Mining com- 
pany, of New York, working tho Gregory 
mine, situated twenty-live miles from 
Helena, Montana, have telegraphed H. W. 
Child, general manager, to close down 
operations, as there is no more money in 
the treasury. 

The chamber of deputies by a vote of 
240 to 180 at Pans adopted the hist clause 
of the public worship budget, Tho rejec- 
tion of this clause would have been tanta- 
mount to the suppression of the whole of 
the public worship estimates. 

A despatch from Berlin says, that tho 
ballot being fixed for March '2d, the 
reichstag cannot meet before the 8th of 
that month. Preparations for the elec- 
tions are proceeding very quietly, but on 
all sides with much activity. 

Two prisoners made a clever escape 
from the county jail at San Bernardino 
county on Friday night. Their names are 
Carrand Walker and t hey were confined b ir 
burglary. They managed to climb on one 
of the tanks and cut their way through 
the timbers into the assessor'*' office above. 

The directors of the Cannon's Omnibus 
company at San Francisco have boon con- 
templating the application for a franchise 
to construct and operate a cable road 
along Post street, from Market street to 
Central avenue n distance of about two 
miles. The estimated amount required 
to put an arch road in operation is about 
$300,000. 

The Queen's speech was awaited with 
considerably less curiosity than Churchill's. 

Nothing heroic was expected from the 
ministers, who, as custom ordains, put 
forward their program mo in the guise of a 
a royal message, and nothing heroic is 
supplied. Tho New York ZVttune's cor 
respondent says that the ministry is an 
unlucky one, but its worst luck is in not 
being able to make up its mind. 

('apt. Edward Unger, charged with the 
.nuriler of August Hoble, whose dismein 
berod body was shipped in a trunk from 
Now York to Baltimore, was arraigned in 
ihe prdico court on Saturday afternoon. 
Che case was remanded in order that In 
upector Byrne and the police might secure 
idditional evidence. Ungor wasveryoool 
and self-possessed, betraying no emotion 
whatever. 

In the matter of tho seizure of British 
ichoonors engaged in the illegal capture 
of seals by the revenue cutter Corwin last 
Yngust, Secretary Bayard has determine,; 
that his government will not claim jur- 
isdiction over the waters "f Behring sen 
o the extent of the terms of the treat;, 
between Russia and the United States, 
ceding Alaska. It, is understood tho sec- 
retary claims ho will be able in return, 
however, to obtain from the British and 
■ill other governments in future, stipula- 
tions securing absolute protection to the 
seal fisheries of Alaska. 

In the trial of ox-Alderman McLaugh- 
lin, held in New York on Saturday, Miss 
Lou Porker wan b worn and said that she 



lived at the residence of McLaughlin. 
She declared that sho attended the door 
there, and that the alleged combination 
meetings had never boon held there. 
Richard K. Sullivan, secretary of the 
Tammany committee and clerk of tho 
supreme court, said that he was at Mc- 
Laughlin's house every night from 
January 1st, 1884, until July, and that 
the combination of aldermen never had 
mot thore. Justice Barrett asked him 
sharply why ho did not come forward and 
toll hia story before? Sullivan said he did 
not wish to get mixed up in the affair. 
"Then you sat by the officer in tho court 
and heard evidence given against Mo- 
Quado which you know you could have 
contradicted and was silent?" Justice 
Barrett's face wore a disagreeable, ugly 
look as he turned in his chair away from 
Sullivan. 

Tho extension of the strike to the 
railroad froight handlers on the New- 
York city water front has brought tho 
number of men now out to nearly 30,000. 
The probability is that before the day is 
over other railroad employes will cease 
work. The Brooklyn longshoremen are 
all out yet. The strikers aro stationed 
about the docks watching the few non- 
union men at work. There has boon no 
trouble, except the jeering of the non- 
union men. Tho tire that broke out on 
Saturday afternoon at New York in the 
Cromwell Line pier No. ti, North river, 
destroyed all of its contents. The .steam- 
ers of this line ply between New York and 
New Orleans. When engines, summoned 
by I h t ee alarms of lire, got to the scene, 
the whole' pier was a mass of dallies. Tho 
steamer Louisiana was alongside the pier 
it the time, just ready to sail, and on her 
decks were passengers wal ing their adieus 
to their friends on shore. The steamer 
New Orleans was on the other side of the 
dock and both vessels were towed into the 
stream, the former's rigging, a mass of 
flames. The passengers were passed down 
her side by the police officers who were 
protecting the non-union workmen.

How Goschen's Defeat was Accomplished. 



London, Jan. 28. — The ill luck of this 
ministry, which has become proverbial, 
reaches a climax for the present with 
Goschen's rejection at Liverpool. The 
Irish papers rightly, though rhetorically, 
declare that this shatters, or threatens to 
shatter, the unionist alliance. The 
liberals think that the result proves that 
t he dissident liberals ha . e gone back to 
the Gladstone camp. It is a matter of 
conjecture, but my impression from what 
1 havo heard is that Goschen's defeat was 
due to the defection of a certain number 
of tories who could not he got to support 
a liberal, even wdien that liberal was a 
member of a tory cabinet. The Ameri- 
can mail contracts are also partly respon- 
sible for the result, Liverpool bitterly 
resents the overthrow of the monopoly 
which its great steamship companies wish 
to perpetuate. 

Gladstone has inoculated his colleagues 
with his own sanguine spirit, and they bo- 
gin the session in a lighting mood. Ouo 
ex-minister said this week that if tho tory 
cards had been laid on the table face up, 
he could not himself havo played them Ui 
win tho liberal game better t han tho torios 
had.

The (iaiiie Will Work Both Ways— Men-of- 
Wtir for the Maritime Provinces. 

( >ttawa, dan. 2!).— It is officially stated 
that the government, in response to many 
appeals to tho mother country, has just 
received assurances from the imperial au- 
thorities that men-of-war will be dis- 
patched to the maritime provinces in the 
spring for the purpose of co-operating 
with the Canadian cruisers in the enforce- 
ment of the fishery protection services. 
Tho promise of the English government 
: rL-it,td great satisfaction in efhiial earcles 
and indicates that American vessels will 
bo more rigidly excluded from our waters 
during the next session than in the past. 
A cabinet minister, speaking on the sub- 
ject, expressed himself as follows: "I 
have come to the conclusion that tho 
American legislators, having gone so far, 
will never give thoir consont to the ap- 
pointment of a committee. Gloucester 
fishermen w ill not venture into our waters 
again in force, and next April will witness 
a startling falling off in their trade. Two 
years bunco tho splendid Yankee fishing 
fleet will be a thing of the past. Let 
them resort to retaliation if they will, 
and tho result will ho that the game will 
work both ways. Portland, now the win- 
tor port of Canada, will decline, while 
Halifax, under tho new order of things, 
will flourish. A civil war between tho 
eastern and westum states would follow 
the adoption of tho retaliatory bill."

country, the workmen .if that country and 
the capitalists of that country secure all 
the benefit arising from the employment 
of that labor and that capital in produc- 
tive pursuits. The very important bear 
ing of these facts upon the manufacturing 
interests of Canada may he seen from tin- 
fact that the capital invested 111 manufac- 
turing imliist nes in Canada, increased from 
877,694,020 in 1*71, to Ipl(i5,a02,62.'l in 
1881; and that the annual increase in the 
value of the products during the pasl Bix 
years was 15 por cent against I percent 
annual increase during tile ton years 1871- 
80. The value of t ho oul put of our wool- 
en manufactures in 188n was about, £11,- 
000,000; an increase of 30 per cent, upon 
1881. The cotton manufacturing industry 
was virtually started only a few years ago 
and yet in 1886, Canadian nulls supplied 
158,000,000 yards of cotton, while the 
number of hands employed, increased 80 
per cent, during the poriod of 1880-5. 
These facts show how vitally important it is 
to tho workmen and capitalists of Canada 
that tho liscal policy oi the day should be 
based on sound economic principles. To 
fully realize I he gravity of the situation it 
should bo remembered that such legislation 
affects tho" vital interests of nearly 4,000

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

A Native or Newcastle Writes Hotieinie Prov- 
ince Considered us a Field for Immigrant*. 

Mr. Henry Smith, a native of Newcas- 
tle, has recently expressed boiuo valuable 
opinions upon British Columbia as a lield 
for emigration. Being himself settled in 
tho Pacific province, Mr. Smith in able to 
speak from experience. Among other 
things ho says : 

In answer to tho question, " Who 
should go to British Columbia ?" for mon 
with a moderate, amount of capital there 
in a good chance. By " moderate" 1 
Ufeatl from a thousand dollars and up- 
wards, These could get along in almost 
any lino of business. For a limited num- 
ber of marine engineers there is a fair 
prospeot opened up by the increasing 
number of steamers that trade to Victor- 
ia, on Vancouver's Island, and Port 
Moody and New Westminster, on the 
mainland. For carpenters t here has boon 
a groat demand, caused by the building up 
of now towns, and this is likoly to con- 
tinue. Most of the buildings boing of 
■wood, stonemasons are not much in re- 
quest, although thoro is some work for 
bricklayers. Small capitalists may also 
advantageously become small sawmill pro 
prietom. Being engaged in the lumber 
business myself, 1 am aide to speak on 
this point with special knowledge. Large 
quantities of lumber are shipped to South 
America, China, and Australia ; and with 
England a large trade is done in spars. 
ITor shopkeepers there seems a good pros- 
pect, as now towns are springing up all 
over, and nothing appears to pay bettor 
than hntcln and restaurants. There are, 
of course, licensing courts, which regulate 
the traffic, and there are heavy duties to 
pay, but still the proprietors of those 
places get rich at their trade. Single 
young women can always lind employment 
at good wages, varying from twenty m 
thirty-live dollars per month. 

I cannot recommend miners to go out, 
at all events at present, until more mines 
aro developed. Coal miners bIiow then 
selves able to work at the gold mines, but 
fcho men at the latter, not being practical 
miners to begin with, caunul manage coal 
hewing. The coid pits just now have as 
many men as as they can tind employment 
for. 1 was at the gold mines ill the Cari- 
boo district for about twelve years, bet 
latterly gold mining has not proved proli 
table, except to companies who can com- 
mand the larger capital required for dot p 
mining. Some of the early pioneers have 
nettled down to farming, some have gone 
into tho lumber trade, and of the rest . 
fehoso who survive have drifted off into 
ditferent lines of business. Chinese labor 
is largely made use of, and that tends to 
keep tho price of labor down. Notwith- 
standing a poll tax of $50, the Chinamen 
still keep pouring in, and are glad to pay 
bho tax for the privilege of settling in the 
colony. 'As regards the land it is not ad- 
visable for the agricultural laborer to emi- 
grate, but tho small farmer may do well. 
Up the country the soil is alluvial and 
rich, arid there are good tracts of paste-e 
land. But the colony unmet he con- 
sidered an agricultural- one. It ne st 
depend for prosperity more upon its 
mineral resources, its forests, and its 
fisheries. 

1 know a coal field which I could, with 
tho assistance of capitalists, prolital ly 
open up. This is Queen Charlotte's 
Island, lying to tho northwest of Valid u- 
vor Island and about :i()0 miles away fri in 
Victoria, and having direct steam ci m- 
munication with that place. It presents 
nearly the same geological features as the 
coal tield.s of t he old country. I believe 
that there arc there stores of minoial 
wealth, not only in coal, but in eoppei 
also, which are still undeveloped. The 
population of the islands consists entire!; 
of aborigines, with the exception of some 
white men sngagsd at an oil Hetc.T) 1 ut 
tho aborigines give no trouble, and aro .- 
harmless quiel lot. 

Prices, speaking generally, are about oi< 
a par with the old country so faras regards 
food, but clothing is much dearer. I 
sh< m ill recommend anyone going out b 
take a supply of clothing with him sulh 
cient to last for a tune. Phoy sho .id alw 
take such bedding as the', think will hi 
sufficient for their trip across the conti- 
nent, and a g 1 lunch basket. I nles; 

they do this, it wid cost thorn on the cai 
three shillings a meal and two dollars ■ 
night for beds. There is ample accomnio 
datum on the cos lor those who brin. 
their own requisites.

ANNUAL SCHOOL REPORT, 

The Schools of the. Troviiii e in a Flourishing 
Condition. 

The fifteenth annual report of the super- 
intendent of education on the condition 
and progress of the public schools during 
the past year was laid before the house 
yesterday. From an inspect ion of it we 
find that the amount expended by the 
government during tho year in the cause 
of education to have been $70,527.20, or 
nearly £.'>, 000 less than thu sum placed 
on the estimates for that purpose. The 
number of schools in operation was 8.'.5, 
giving employment to 101 teachers, The 
aggregate number of pupils enrolled was 
4, 171, an increase of 444. The number of 
boys enrolled was 2,430, and the number 
of girls 2,041. During the year ton 
schools were established in newly created 
districts, and $10,088.58 was expended in 
tho erection of schdolhousos and futvfunii 
turn and repairs. A very marked and 
gratifying increase, indicating a rapidly 
growing interest in thecausoof education, 
is shown by tho number of visits made by 
trustees and others during tho year, tho 
total number being 12,935. Thu increase 
in average daily attendance lias been near- 
ly ninety per cent, of the increase in en- 
rollment, showing a greater appreciation 
of those school facilities which it has been 
the earnest desire of tho government to 
place within the reach of every borne in 
tho settled portions of I ho province. A 
great improvement in regard to 
punctuality in attendance as well 
as a marked advancement in studies is re- 
ported. The discipline in the sehools- 
the report states has keen creditable 

though in some the superintendent re- 
grets it has been defective. He ver) 
properly points out that without good ol- 
der and proper discipline there can !»' 
very little progress and that trustees are 
direloct in t he , duty who continue to 
retain the services of- a teacher who either 
from apathy or inability fails to secure the 

fundamental characteristics of a g I

THE WIND ON A FROLIC. 

Saturday Night's Gale Unprecedented In its 
Fury Sonic of the Casualties. 

The wind whieh sprung up at 10'o'clock 
on Saturday night, developed into a regu- 
lar tornado before morning, and Was 
unprecedented m its fury and velocity, at 
one time blowing at. the rate of over 
eighty miles mi hour. As evidenced by 
the wreckage to be seen on the streets 
and through the suburbs of the city on 
Sunday, the elements had full swing dur- 
ing the night. Those who were obliged 
to bo out during tho night will have a 
lively remembrance of the scene pre- 
sented. In its wild course, from the 
.southwest, the wind swept everything 
that was not securely fastened, before it. 
Huge trees were uprooted. Telephone and 
electric light poles that had grown rotten 
by ago, were snapped oil' and were to be 
Heeii hanging by the wires. Fronts of 
stores were blown in, houses demolished 
and tho effects scattered in all directions. 
Signs were dislodged from their hooks 
and carried away. Shipping in the harbor 
did not faro badly owing to their sheltered 
positions. The steamer Princess Louise 
which was to have left for Vancouverat 2 
o'clock, rlid not get away until 7 o'clock, 
Being unable to leave her moorings until 
the wind shifted to the northward. The 
principal casualty and one that entails a 
considerable loss, is the damage done to 
the warehouse adjoining Selll's factory. 

The roof was carried completely away tak- 
ing with it ii portion of t he side walls. 
Mr. Sehl wis standing at the window of 
his residence and saw the roof 

lifted up and down by the 
howling wind, several t iines; t he projecting 
n nif giving the gale an opportunity tot Ug at 
it. In a few seconds more a sudden and 

furious blast swept, the I f into the air, 

carrying it high over t he smokestack of 
the boiler and engine house into the bay, 
where pieces of tin were found near the 
0. P. N. Co. 's wharf in tho early morn- 
ing. The brick and mortar caved into the 
warehouse damaging a large quantity of 
furniture. Mr. Sehl estimates his loss on 
the building at about $1,000, and the stock 
destroyed lie valued at $400. Houses 
that stood in the direct cm use of tho wind 
woro rocked to and fro like a ship at sea. 
Some shook so badly that t he inmates 
m.ide preparations to depart and seek 
safer shelter. Telephone eoiniiiuuieat-ioii 
was a very difficult matter, many of the 
wires being down and others crossed. 
Vosterday a fresh breeze was blowing, 
but not. onough to create a disturbance, 
and mariners and others well up on tho 
weather subject, say that the wind has

The steamship Idaho, Oapt. Carroll, 
arrived at the outer wharf al, a late hour 
last night, after an exceedingly rough 
passage, and at times very foggy. 

A passenger named McWhee came on 
at Douglas island and died on the morn- 
ing of thu -7th at 2 o'clock. He wns bur 
ried the same night under the Buporinten 
deuce of Capt. Carroll, the crew digging a 
grave. Mis remains were placed in a 
eollin made by the ship's carpenter which 
Was placed inside a shell. Two Tongas 
missionaries officiated at the burial, which 
was attended by the crew and the 
villagers. 

Two men, storekeepers at Tongas, 
while out in u canoe with an Indian, dur- 
ing rough weatlior, wero upset and all 
drowned. 

A small schooner while on her way 
from Juneau to Sitka, was swept of her 
masts and then wrecked on the racks. All 
hands were saved. 

The Alaska Free Pr«u was issued the 
day before the steamer sailed, by Howard 
Bros. Its issue of (ilX) copies was bought 
up in a few hours. 

Miners are already starting for tho 
Yukon. Eight left Juneau while the 
Idaho was there, and there are twenty 
more ready to start in.
